ROM the shores of Lake Lucerne the Etzel, a 

peak of Mount Pilatus, rises 6,965 feet above 
the waters. It is a very rugged ard precipitous 
mountain, but multitudes, with great difficulty, 
have climbed to the summit for the grand views to 
be had therefrom. A few years ago, however, two 
Swies engineers corceived the idea of building a 
railway to the summit for the accommodation of 
tourists, and the past summer this line of railway, 
one of the most remarkable in the world, has been 
operated. The car and the engine are combined, 
being a single construction, the car part containing 
four apartments, each accommodating eight per- 
sons, or thirty-two'in ail. The gradient averages 
42 in 100 feet, and the speed attained is 195 feet, or 
12 rods per minute. As the railway is three miles 
long the 960 rods are made in 80 minutes, which is 
aspecd sufficiently great both for safety and the 
views desired by the tourist. There is absolute 
safety to the passenger, and no ground for fear. 
The railway passes through several tunneis, and in 
these was the chief work of the construction. The 
cost was $380,000, and the way wastwo years in 
building. The whole is a magnificent feat.

We could not now stand 
such visions and entertain such knowledge and yet 
remain contentedly in the work of life. 





INCE April 1, 1889, or within the 11 months 
past, the American Bible Society has issued 
922,493 volumes of the Word, in whole or in part. 
If these volumes have averaged two inches in 
thickness, then every six of them have piled into a 
monument one foot high, and each 100 of them into 
one of arod in height. A thousand would reach 
10 rods high, while 922,000 would reach 9,220 rods 
high. This would be an Eiffel Tower piled on it- 
self, 16 times over. But the work of the British 
Bible .Society is even greater than that of the 
American Bible Society, and the Bibles of the two 
societies, combined with those of private societies, 
would pile into a monument more than 20,000 rods 
high each year. Piled into a line of shelving they 
would reach more than 62 miles in distance. Sixty- 
two miles of Bibles every year, and yet the hands 
of the world are ovtstretched pleading for the Word! 
At the present rate of its work it would take the 
American Bible Society 1,400 years to publish one 
volume of the precious Word for each of the people 
living on the globe. Surely we must multiply our 
Bible societies if we would carry the blessed Book 
into each home of the human race. 





HEN the saloon is finally closed in the states of 
our Union the angels will almost wish to come 
down and join with us in a jubilee of praise. Surely 
all good men will wish to join in that jubilee, for it 
is impossible for us to imagine a heart of virtue 
which would not close a door of vice, and, when 
the door is closed, that would not rejoice over it. If 
good men would have such joy, then, in the tri- 
umph of virtue over one form of vice, how could 
the angels withhold their presence? They might, 
indeed, their visible presence, but they would, 
nevertheless, be an unseen cloud of witnesses, and 
if their songs might not be heard on earth, they 
would be all the louder and sweeter to the celestial 
ear. When the mass-meeting was recently held in 
Denver, to celebrate the Sunday closing of the 
saloons in the city, 5,000 people crowded into a hall 
of 3,000 seating capacity, while 5,000 stood outside 
unable to enter. Here was spontaneous joy from 
10 000 hearts, representing 3.000 homes in the city 
—joy, that for one day in seven the gilded halls of 
death were closed against husband, father, and son. 
What will not be our joy when these hell-gates are 
closed for seven days in the week! 


 xsmibags has a new ministry, and De Freycinet’s 
is the twenty-fifth in less than twenty years. 
These changes are not indicative of that stability 
in the government needed for. its own proper 
growth. Frequent changes do not excite confidence 
at home nor inspire largest respect abroad. The 
Third Republic has had a stormy time from its incep- 
tion, and it does not appear as yet to have reached 
the tranquil sea. It will be strange if the people 
long continue to support the republic when the re- 
publican leaders are so rarely united amorg them- 
selves, That inharmony should exist between the 
friends of the republic and those of the empire and 





that lead to such frequent changes are not with the 
anti-republican element:, but with the divided ele- 
ments of the republic. The Monarchists, the Bona- 
partists, or the Boulangists, either or all combined, 
can not overthrow the republic if the friends of the 
republic will stand firmly together. May they 
learn wisdom, and before too late come to trust each 
other in their political councils. De Freycinet is not 
without expefience in the councils of the nation, 
having been in the Cabinet several times, ner has 
he a weak hold on the confidence of the public. 
Perhaps no man could more surely harmonize dis- 
cordant elements than he, and in this assurance 
larger hope for the republic is inspired. 


ISMARCK’S resignation excites universal re- 
gret and intensest political agitation throughout 
Europe, and most serious results are feared asa 
consequence. He was the grandest figure in con- 
tinental Europe, and while he was deemed despotic 
in his rule yet no man’s wisdom was so generally 
respected as hie, and the nations from East to 
West looked to no other man with the same meas- 
ure of confidence. His word, it was well under- 
stood, could make peece or create war,as he 
pleased. It was also generally believed that he 
was @ peace-man—that farther war was no ambi- 
tion with him—and that, in his steady grasp of 
the reins of empire, he was holding the flery steeds 
of war in check. Retired now, from the forefront 
of influence, with a young and inexperienced but 
ambitious ruler in the throne, what will the out- 
come be? If ruptures have really occurred, as has 
been reported, between the prince and the king, 
then this resignation means that the policy of the 
king is not that of his heretofore acknowledged 
master. Germany, with its divided legislature and 
with the Catholic influence as the strongest of any 
single element, is hardly in a safe condition for the 
guidance of an inexperienced hand. 
OME pleads for the scepter of the world in 
moral and civil government. We are willing 
Rome should have this scepter if she can do better 
things for the world than the world now has or can 
otherwise obtain. He who leads should certainly 
be himself a model of perfection and honor to that 
imperfect humanity whose following he seeks. If 
Rome proclaims herself the rightfut leader she 
must, at least, let the world study her character as 
a leader, and only by the fruits of her most exclu- 
sive leadership, under her undisputed authority, ean 
we see what she is and the measure of herdesert. No 
one can dispute that a. people well-governed will be 
both wise and moral. If Rome’s subjects, then, 
where she rules with most perfect authority, are 
conspicuous for intelligence and virtue, then God 
bless Rome and extend her rule. But how is it in 
these respects with her people? Germany and En- 
gland are under Protestant rule, while Spain and 
Italy are under papal rule. In Germany, 40 in 1,000 
can not read, and in England, 230 in 1 000 can not; 
in Italy, 700 in 1,000 can not, and in Spain 865 in 
1,000 can not. Thus Rome is against the education 
of the masses. And how about virtue? Our com- 
parison is between Vienna and Rome, two Catho- 
lic cities, and London, one Protestant city, on the 
line of legitimacy in birth. In 1889 Vienna hed 
8,821 legitimate births and 10,350 illegitimate, while 
Rome, the Pope’s own city, had 1,215 legitimate 
and 3,160 illegitimate births. Against these statis- 
tics of Romanism, look at those of Protestant Lon- 
don. There were 3,027 illegitimate births and 
75,097 legitimate births, or one of the former to 25 
of the latter. Shameon Rome! She is the sink of 
iniquity, and she whose hand is black with sin 
should blush to ask for the scepter of virtue. A 
thousand times, Shame on Rome! He who pollutes

In any 
matter or cause (in any sense) in dispute, the pre- 
ponderance of testimony governs the case. 

In any maiter or cause where word or words is 
or are not so employed in the whole text, context, 
or scope, and other is or are and often so employed, 
and by common and special consent so declared, in 
the clearest voice, the plea for controversy is with- 
out foundation. 
+. The word baptism in all its inflections, in all lan- 
guages (the word so much employed) in which it is 
found, has very many such adjuncts. There is a 
large number in Greek literature, and there is quite 
a number in the New Testament of our Lord and 
Savior. Observe some of these: His baptism, 
Matt. 3: 7; baptism, I am baptized with, Mark 
10: 88; baptism of John, Matt. 21: 25; John did 
_ baptize, Mark 1: 4; John preached the baptism of 
repentance .. . . . for the remission of sins, 
Mark 1: 4; the baptism of John, Luke 7: 20; bap- 
tism John preached, Acts 10: 37; John preached 
the baptism of repentance, Acts 13: 24; John bap- 
tized—baptism of repentance, Acts 19: 4; buried 
with him by baptism, Rom. 6: 4; one baptism, 
_Eph. 4: 5; the doctrine of baptism, Heb 6: 2; 
saved by baptism, I. Peter 3: 21; John did baptize 
in the wilderness, Mark 1: 4; believe and be bap- 
tized, Acts 16: 31; baptize in water, Matt. 3: 11; 
the baptism frofa heaven or of men, Matt, 21: 95, | 


Mark 11: 20, Luke 20: 4; he shall baptize you in 
the Holy Spirit, Matt. 8: 11, Mark 1: 8; with fire, 
Matt. 3: 11; repent and be baptized in the name of 
Jesus for remission of sins, Acts 2: 88; baptized in 
the name of Jesus, Acts 8: 16; baptized who have 
received the Holy Spirit, Acts 10: 48; baptized into 
Christ—baptized into his death, Rom. 6: 4; bap- 
tized into Moses, I. Oor. 10: 2; into the cloud and 
sea, I. Oor. 10: 2; baptized for the dead, I. Oor. 
15: 29; by one Spirit we are all baptized into one 
body, I. Oor. 12: 13; baptized Into Ohrist, Gal. 
8: 27; baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit, Matt. 28: 19 (there are those 
who claim three baptisms); John baptized in Jor- 
dan, Matt. 1: 5; Jesus was baptized of John, Mark 
1: 9; John baptized in Enon, John 3: 28; Jesus 
made disciples without baptizing them, John 4: 1. 

The adjunct water is not found in the sermon of 
Pentecost. Tne adjunct repentance 1s found in the 
text. Is repentance an adjunct of baptism in the 
New Testament? ‘John preached the baptism of 
repentance for the rethission of sins.’”?’ Mark 1: 4, 
Luke 8: 8. In the absence of ‘‘water,’’ and in the 
presence of the adjunct ‘‘repentance,”’ it is in har- 
mony with the rules of interpretation and the laws 
of explanation to accept the baptism of repentance 
in Acts 2: 38. The doctrine of the remission of 
sins is the doctrine of this text, and ‘‘John preach- 


ed the baptism of repentance for the remission of | to 


sins.’”? Mark 1: 4, Luke3: 8. If there were one text 
in the New Testament—be baptized in water for re- 
mission of sins—then the question might be the 
subject of debate. The Gospel according to Luke 
is in harmony with this line of thought, this view 
of this question (Luke 24: 47), and that repentance 
and remission of sins should be preached in his 
name.—Emphatie Diaglott, Wilson. 

The Apostle Peter does not preach another Gos- 
pel of pardon or the remission of sins. He says, in 
his sermon in Solomon’s porch, Acts 3: 19: ‘*Re- 
pent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins 
may be blotted out, when the times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence of the Lord.”’ Acts 
5: 19, 20, 31: “But the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prison doors, and brought them forth, 
and said, Go, stand and speak in the temple to the 
people all the words of this life. Him hath God 
exalted with his right hand to be a Prince anda 
Savior, for to give repentance to Israel, and re- 
mission of sins.’’ 

Repentance and remission of sins are inseparable 
in God’s methods, and Peter in no sense seeks to 
divorce that which God has joined together. Then 
baptism is called repentance, ‘‘and John preached 
the baptism of repentance for the remission of 
sins.”?’ The Apostle Paul says of John’s baptism, 
Acts 19: 4: “John dipped a dipping of reforma- 
tion.”’ To dip those professing a dipping of refor- 
mation would not be disorder. There was no 
change made by Paul in the doctrine of pardon. 
In Acts 20: 20, 26: ‘‘And I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto. you, but shewed you, and have 
taught you publicly, and from house to house, 
testifying both to Jews, and also to the Greeks, re- 
pentance toward God and faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that I am pure from the blood of all men.’’ 

Paul continues, Acts 26: 18, 20: “To open their 
eyes, and turn them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive the forgiveness of sins, and inheritance 
among them that are sanctified by faith that is in 
me. That they should repent.and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance.’”’ I. Cor. 1: 17: 
‘For Christ sent me not to baptize, but to preach 
the Gospel.’”? The Lord Jesus in his own methods 
joins repentance and pardon. Luke 17: 3: “Take 
heed to yourselves; if thy brother trespass against 
thee, rebuke him; and if he repent, forgive him.”’ 
Luke 13: 8: “Except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish.” (If there were one text, “Except ye 
be baptized in water,’”’ then this theory would fall.) 

But our Lord’s words are firm as the rock; they 
shall never fail, never. II. Oor. 7: 9,10: “Now I 
rejoice, not that ye were made sorry, but that ye 
sorrowed to repentance; for ye were made sorry 
after a godly-manner, that ye might receive dam- 
age by us in nothing. For godly sorrow worketh 
repentance to salvation that needeth not to be re- 
pented of.”? Rom. 3: 25: “Through faith in his’ 
blood, to declare his righteousness for the remission 


of sins.” Acts 10: 48: “To him gave all the 
prophets witness, that through his name whosoever 
shall believe shall receive remission of sins.’”’ I. 
John 5: 1: “Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the 
Ohbrist is born of God.’’ ‘‘He that believeth in the 
Son hath everlasting life.”” The doctrine of the 
Gospel of pardon comes to the sorrowing, penitent 
soul, as it ever has and will, to be as fruit in a holy 
life to the Joy of believers, and the glory of the 
Captain of our salvation.

ARE THEY PROFITABLE ? 
BY P. ROBERTS. 

Are these frequent changes in our ministry prof- . 
itable? Not to speak of many others, a large num- 
ber of Biblical School students, after receiving 
their diplomas, have changed pastorates, some in 
two, and others in three years; and that, too, while 
receiving from $300 to $400 annually in rural dis- 
trict churches. That seems small pay to many, 
but Jesus offered small compensation to his first 
ministers. Our pioneer ministers of sixty-five and 
seventy years ago, such as Ross, Millard, Haz-n, 
King, the Thompsons, L. Hathaway, J. L. Peavey, 
Wilson, Rexford, Hollister, J. Spoor, and A. Jones, 
in eastern New York, received annually from $100 
$150, planting churches as they went. The 
writer of this article, after preparatory labors in 
upper New Jersey among the churches, in the sum- 
mer of 1888, with six months’ study in a high 
school, and labors in the churches near Philadel- 
phia, Pa., the following summer, followed in the 
wake of some of those men, his itinerant labors ex- 
tending from Danbury, Conn., on the south, tothe 
northern line of this county—Datchees, N. Y.—on 
the north. Commencing with ‘ie early fall of 1884 
the first five years m-..uverage inceme from all 
sources was someth! _.ike $160; the next ten years, 
$225; the following twenty years, about $300 por 
year, excepting donations. Four churches of the six 
now existing in this co anty, and three others out- 
side, [raised and cea daring the years named 
above, including the generation of years I held the 
pastorate of the Stanfordville Christian Church. 
April 1, 1869, I was called to the charge of the Mil- 
ford Christian Church, New Jersey. 

Now, I want to say just here, I freely admit 
with many who read this article that changed con- 
ditions and circumstances call for a better and more 
liberal support of the ministry. And where such 
cause exists the church and people are culpable who 
fail to respond. Yet the thought of greater inter- 
est to me is this: two or even three years is a short 
time for a pastor to become thoroughly acquainted 
with his hearers, attendants upon his ministry; and, 
without argument, I believe some brethren leave 
their charge when a mere seeming failure might 
otherwise prove the turning point of greater effi- 
clency and success. Not always the pastor, but some- 
times the church is the cause of rupturing such rela- 
tion. . In addition to four or five recent changes in 
this county, and three or four the past year in the 
New Jersey Christian Conference, we now read the 
notices of Bros. Marvin and Covey, who wish to 
change their fields of labor. 

Now, what of New Jersey? There is only one 
pastor left that was there twenty years ago—Rev. 
W. H. Pittman. Excepting Bro. Parvin, the other 
six have quite recently entered pastoral fields, 
while the spirits of a Spoor, the two Hawks, 
William Lauer, and I. ©. Goff, former pastors, 
“sleep sweetly on the Savior’s breast.”” May I sug- 
gest, the presence of a native gift or talent, that, 
in the drilling and culture imparted to the minis- 
terial student, is measurably lost sight of, such gift 
can not, as it need not, be changed by the teacher. 
We may “covet the best gifte—or seek them— 
gifts of the Spirit.’? Assemblies are made up of 
personal hearers; hence, one body may differ from 
another body or class of hearers. And the gift that 
suits one may fail in suiting another congregation, 
and still the gift of each be supported by equal tal- 
ent or literary ability. One man hesa pastoral 
gift, one adapted to church or congregational 
work ; ancther has the missionary giit, fitting him 
for itinerant labor, breaking new ground, planting 
churches, etc. As an advantage, then, to the cause 
at large, if not materially to him making the 
chetes, tet such consider weil their especial gift in

F.ve hundred and eighty-seven 
years before Christ the whole Jewish nation were 
c+ptured and detained in bondage for seventy years 
by @ pagen nation, ard, says J sephus, “the people 
borrowed from the pagans many religious practices 
and doctrines, and when the people returned from 
Babylon to Jerusalem, a portion of them retained 
their innovaticns.”? So, when Jesus came among 
them, he f und tte Sadduacees denying and the 
Pharisees affirming a resurrection of the body. 

Josephus is also authority for the following sen- 
timent: ‘‘The Sadducees were the more literate pcr- 
tion of the Jewish people, and b c uz of this su- 
periority they held nearly all the public « flices.”’ 
So the fact of Jewish history is that, after the 
Babylonish captivity, the m st illiterate portion of 
the Jews taught asa docirine, borrowed from the 
pagans a resurrection of the b dy, as a national re- 
ligion never. 

Christ found the Sadducees to be strong material- 
ists, saying there is no resurrection, and supposing 
the spirit-life, if there were any, after the death of 
the body, to be governed by the same laws and lim- 
itations as the life that now is. S» they anxiously 
inquired of him whose wifea certain wc man would 
be in the resurrection. Note his answeras the only 
purely Jewish teaching that unqual fiedly tcuches 
the subject—**The children of this wcrld are mar- 
tied and given in ma:r'aze;" tat ie, hum n beings 
for a material «nd are honorably united in wed- 
lock; but “they which shall be accounted worthy 
to obtain that world and the resurrection from the 
dead neither marry nor are given in marriage.” 
Character, then, personal worthiness only, obtaina 
that world and the resur: ection from thedeac—zee! 
It is up-rising, not raising again. But it may be 
asked, ‘‘What kind of dead are they, and from 
what graves do they come?”’ Christ, in this ¢ m- 
nection, says, ‘‘Now that the dead are raised’”’—not

If, by any means, 
it could be shown that Paul meant a literal resur- 
rection of the bod es of just and urjust men, rather 
than a righteous adjustment of the seeming injus- 
tice of the present life, which he so frankly ex- 
pressed as his hope of ajudgm nt to come—one 
‘that the Pharisees asasect Iccated at the “last 
day,” since their return from captivity—it would 
in no wise commit the Jewish nation to such a doe- 
trine.

The Disciples of Christ are suing for peace. They 
say they are willing to meet all Christians accord- 
ing to their fundamental position; that is, on the 
basis of the -Word of God, exclusive of any de- 
nominational tests. This is as it should be; in a 
word, who will follow next? Come,-brethren, he!p 
us to make these words a trath: 

‘“* Let strife forever cease and envy quit the field ; 

Come join and live in love and peace, and to the Gospel 
yield. 

Let bitter words no more among the saints remain;

ANOTHER WATOHMAN FALLEN. 

Rev. W. W. DeGeer died of apoplexy at Rock- 
ford, Michigan, Wednesday, March 12, 1890, aged 
62 years, 5 months, and 10 days. Bro. DeGeer was 
born in 1827, in the Province of Ontaric, Canada; 
was converted and united with the Baptist Church 
in 1850; came into the United States and commenced 
preaching in 1852; was married in 1854; studied at 
Antioch College from 1859 to 1863; and at Hillsdale 
College from 1863 to 1868, always preaching as op- 
portunity offered. In 1869 he took pastoral charge 
cf the Christian Church at Ridgeway, Michigan, 
where he remained four yearr. Between 1872 and 
1860, he served the Christian churches at Nashville, 
Holly, Oshawa, Oanade, Attica, Oxford, and Beld- 
ing. Since 1886 he has resided at Rockford, and 
preached to Congregational churches in that vicinity. 

Bro. DeGeer was very studious in his habite, a 
good thinker, and an able and successful minister. 
He leaves, besides relatives in Canada, a widow and 
a daughter (Mrs. O. R. OCowdin, of Belding) to 
mourn his loss. : 

Funeral services were held in the Congregational 
Church at Rockford on Friday, March 14th; ser- 
mon by the writer from John 11: 26, ‘“Whosoever 
believeth in me shall never die.”’

Those who 
know him have some appreciation of the extent and 
variety of his public service outside the labors of 
his profession, but few, we think, fully comprehend 
how busy he has been in the service of the public. 
In the fifty years during which he has been a clergy- 
man, he has never been without an engagement, 
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and he has not misged fifty appointments in the en- . 


tire half century. He has married six hundred 
couples, and has attended over fifteen hundred 
funerals, beside assisting in probably hundreds of 
religious and other services outside the strict line of 
his parish work. : 

Mr. Coe has proved the.esteem of his fellow-citi- 
zens by his frequent selection for places of trust and 
honor in the gift of the people. He has served one 
year in the house of representatives of Connecticut, 
two in the house of representatives and two in the 
senate of Massachusetts. He has been chaplain of 
the house of correction for twenty years and served 
in the same capacity at the almshouse ten years. 
He was a member of the school committee fifteen 
years, and was truant officer four years. Mr. Ooe 
was also connected with the poor department three 
years. In all these stations he has done good 
service, and has been much liked by all who have 
come in contact with him. 

Mr. Coe was chaplain of the Fourth Massachusetts 
heavy artillery in 1865. He was president of the 
American Quadrennial Convention twelve years, 
and president of the Rhode Island and Massaghu- 
setts Christian Benevolent Society for the same 
length of time. 

Although he is more than seventy years old, hav- 
ivg been born at Woodstock, Connecticut, on the 
12th of May, 1818, his days of work seem by no 
means over. While he contemplates retiring from 
the active ministry, he is yet preaching more than 
once every Sunday and doing a large amount of 
pastoral work. For nearly a year he has been the 
very efficient probation officer connected with the 
third district court and his labors in connection with 
that office are neither light nor unproductive of 
good results. His friends hope for him many years 
of active usefulness, even while his toil may be 
somewhat lightened.—Wew Bedford Daily Mereury.

Every Suanday-school should celebrate Easter. 
The exercises may be more or less elaborate. I 
think there can be no reasonable objection if con- 
siderable effort is made to give something of dra- 
matic effect to these exercises. In almost every 
community there are those gifted in this direction, 
whose aid will afford valuable help to make the 
celebration a success. There may be such a thing 
as excess, but as a rule I think there is too little in- 
terest in such a matter, and a shrinking from the 
preparation needed. If nothing more can be done 
have the pupils read the passages from the New 
Testament relating to the resurrection of Jesus. 
Then a familiar talk from superintendent, pastor, 
or perhaps a lady; for I am inclined to think by 
nature our sisters are better endowed with skill to 
interest children upon any topic. Only make it all 
free and social-like. The resurrection of Jesus is 
the pivot upon which turns all that is hopeful in 





“Ohristianity, for, ‘‘If Christ be not raised, your faith 


is vain.”’ It is the birthday of Christianity. It is 
more of a day to us than January Ist, celebrating 
the emancipation of the colored people; or February 
22d, Washington’s birthday; or May 30th, Memo- 
rial Day; or July 4th, Independence Day. The 
regiment of which I am a surviving member cele- 
brates May 5th, the date of their enlistment, the 
birthday of the regiment. But the birthday of 
Christianity is of infinitely more importance than 
any or all of these. Sing resurrection songs; recite 
resurrection verses; present resurrection symbols; 
speak resurrection words, on resurrection day. All 
of these together, if done in the true spirit, can not 
fail to impress the youthful mind with the impor- 
tance of the day. 

Patronizs your own Sunday-school literature. 
Three things recommend them to our Sunday- 
schools. They are ably edited—ability. They so 
elaborate the lessons as to include in concise form 
all that bears ‘upon them—excellency. Their cost 
is small, almest trifling—cheapness. It is possible 
there are other publications as good, may be in form 
that caters more to the popular taste; but I am sure 
when the food supplied dy our lesson helps is 
thoroughly digested the intellectual and spiritual 
natures are greatly strengthened. The work re- 
quired to prepare these lessons is no small matter. 
Accuracy and thoroughness can only be had by 
careful researches. This consumes time, and is 
laborious to the mind. Value them, use them— 
they are of much worth to me. : 

Do you read the weekly articles in HERALD upon 
the Sunday-school lesson? I think they are help- 
fal. A brother of superior scholastic attainments 
writes me, “I find sermons in them.” A sister, 
very active in Sunday-school work, says, “They 
give me suggestions I get nowhere else.”” Quite a 
number have written me of their helpfulness to 
them. I think a thoughtful reading of them will 
benefit any and every one. I do not mean to com- 
mend my own work. If it does not commend itself 
its worthness is not marked. Try these articles for 
the next quarter; they are given you with prayerful 
thought. Catch the spirit of the writer—it is only 
to hold up Christ. and condemn sin. I used to pray 
over my reading of the Bible, which is an inspired 
book. These essays are not inspired, only as they 
are written in the spirit of the Master. When you 
turn to them, before you read, breathe out a simple 
prayer for God to bless it to your good. He will do 
it. 

Can you not make some special advance in Sun- 
day-school work? Does everybody in your com- 
munity or neighborhood attend Sunday-school? 
Have a committee, whose business shall be to know 
every child and young person in it. Have them to 
go to such as do not go to Sunday-school, and invite 
them to yours. Have some one to escort ‘them to 
your school. When they come there let superinten- 
dent, offieers, and teachers give them a hearty wel- 
come. Do not simply nod to them, or say, good- 


cordially, so as tqamake them feel they are welcome, 
I think a pub! trodaction of welcome to new 
scholars would be a good thing. Give them a 
Quarterly at once, and a Bible, if they have none. 
It will pay. ASunday-school should grow. Itcan 
only grow by feeding it. Do not trust to natural 
increase. Increase it with immigrants. New blood 
is as valuable to a Sunday-school as to a nation. 
New blood will help to keep you out of ruts. 

Teachers, are you doing the best you can? Less 
than that is not worthy of you. Your talents or 
opportunities may not equal those of some others, 
and such may do more than you, but let no one do 
more than you according to your ability. 

Bible school work requires consecration, applica- 
tion, and tact. Study tact. Tact study to some is 
more important than Bible study; but I would ad- 
vise the study of how to compass your pupils for 
Christ and growth in grace, through the teachings 
of the Scriptures. Tact will often win more than 
knowledge. On the whole, the best teacher is the 
greatest adept in tact. In some sense, make your 
class your family in your care of them, and in free- 
ness of association with them. ‘You may be quite 
@ young woman, and your pupils may belittle boys, 
yet you may charm them by your attention to and 
interest in them. Associate with them out of school 
hours a8 much as youcan. You will gain a power 
over them, and win them for Christ. That is your 
work. 

Would it not be helpful to a Sunday-school to 
have issued a little paper of its own, say monthly? 
There are numerous little things you would like to 
publish for local information and instruction. If 
fifty Sunday-schools would publish such a paper the 
Publishing House might get up a sheet with a uni- 
form outside of Sunday-school information. Fifty 
schools with only one hundred to each would make 
five thousand copies. Some of these schools could 
have the inside matters set up and printed by the 
House, they furnishing the matter. If it only paid 
the House the expenses it would be a good thing for 
the schools. I think such a thing is feasible. 

I hope the new quarter, upon which we are en- 
tering, will exceed-in interest and profit all those 
which have preceded it. Let us work to this end. 
Let us pray for it.

The brethren plead, 
but they are heedless. God’s cause suffers, but they 
care only a little. 691. 

185. Thereare 135 unordained ministers, licenti- 
ates, who have also for a year been heedless of the 
calls of the Convention. Brethren, is this indiffer- 
ence a qualification for preaching the Gospel? Is this 
an encouragement to your brethren to have confi- 
dence in yon as being worthy of ordination? 135 

652. There are 652 church clerks that have not 
for a year paid attention, apparently, to the calls of 
the Convention, or 652 churches that have not had 
enough zeal for God’s cause to take up a small col- 
lection even, for our general measures, though the 
brethren have unanimously approved these meas- 
ures; 652 churches who, for a year, have been heed- 
less. 

These numbers make 1,478. Yet some of these 
persons concerned will never see this article; for 
they do not take the HERALD or GosPEL LIB- 
ERTY. Probably, however, they take a political 
paper. They know what is going on in the county 
town; but not what is going on in our Zion. 

Brethren who are active in the service of the 
Lord, and who are interested in these general 
measures, without which the cause of Christ must 
suffer, will you not devise some plan by which 
these brethren may be reached? If the Secretary

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I have this day, March 20, 1890, sent to the treas- 
urer of the Convention the sum of ($224 30) two hun- 
dred and twenty-four dollars and thirty cents, to be 
credited to the various objects named by the donors. 

It will be seen by the above report that the sum 
of ($100) one hundred dollars has been paid by Bro. 
Watson into the Secretary’s Office. This is for the 
postage, printing, and stationery of the calls for 
mission purposes in 1889, and also in part payment 
of the postage, efc., for 1890. It was to have been 
hoped that the Missionary Board might have been 
relieved of the expenses of collecting the funds. I 
would like for the general collection, the collection 
for the general fund of the Convention, to be so 
large that it would psy all the expenses for all the 
calls—for Educational, Home Mission, and Foreign 
Mission funds. It ought to be made large enough, 
in my opinion, for all general expenses authorized 
by the Convention. The postage and envelopes for 
a single call amount to more than $35. Yesterday 
I bought 3,000 Government-stamped one-cent en- 
velopes for alm st a full supply for the Home Mis- 
sion (Children’s Day) call. The expenses for these 
calls came out of the Secretary’s Office; hence, the 
money received of the Missionary Board is credited 
to that office. :

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“ POSITIVE CONTROVERSY "---I8 IT GOSPEL ? 
Is ‘positive controversy”’ in the Caristian move- 
meant, G spl? I thus queried in reading that very 
positive annual address delivered before the Michi- 
gan Ohristian Conference at Britton, Mich., No- 
vember 6, 1889, by Rev. E. Mudge, of R »meo, Mich. 
Taking the New Testament as my gu de in the set- 
tlement of this query, I find the Savior controvert- 
ing in most. positive language the ‘‘doctrival 
v.ews’’ of those who were opposing the movement 
ia which he was engaged. Take asingle instance 
(many more might be adduc:d) as proof. When 
the Pharisees brought themselv:s in opposition to 
his movement or teaching did he not, in the most 
positive words, warn the people to ‘‘beware of their 
doctrine?” Was not this ‘positive c ntroversy”’ 
upon his part? and did he not, in so dcing, ax the 
Leader in the Christian m»vement, ‘‘build up’’ the 
work in which he was engaged ly thus ‘‘attacking 
the doctrinal views of the old den mination” of 
Pharisees? Who will say that he did not? If not, 
did he ‘‘cease to do his p-oper work in bringing ali 
worshipers of God together upon the basis of the 
Christ life?’ Who will say that he did? 

As I read Christ’s public utteranccs during the 
three years of his ministry while here en earth, they 
were very largely doctrinal, and c n equentiy posi- 
tively contr »versial, when his mission was being 
opposed by his enemies with dcctrin3 that was an- 
trgonist c to that whic 1 he was promulgating. Did 
not the apostles of the divine Redeemer pattern 
after him in preaching «x nsively c»utroversial 
sermons, and wara their hearers against d«ctrines 
that were opposed to those that they were preach- 
ing? and did they not admonish their sons in the 
Gospel to “give attention [in their preaching] to 
sound doctrine’ and to controvert that that was 
opposed t> the doc rine they were preaching? 1 am 
very strong y impressed that they did. From 
what source come these impressions, does s: m3 one 
ask? I answer, from the follywing ‘c iptures: 
Acs 2: 42, 5: 28 13: 12 17: 19; Romens 6: 17, 
16:17; I. Oor. 14:6 7; Eph 14:4; I. Tim. 1:3 
4:18 6: 1-3; IL Tim. 8: 16, 4:2; Titus 2: 7-10; IT.

2:1. Ofthis doctrine that the blessed S :vior pre :‘ched 
and that which his immediate apostles patterned 
after him in preachirg, he says (John 7: 16): ‘My 
doctrine is not mine, but his that sent me.’’

(II. Johu 9:11): “*Whes ever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the dcctrine of Christ, hath not 
God. He that abideth in the doctrine of Christ, he 
hath both the Father and the For. If there come 
one unto you, and bring not this doctrine, recrive 
him not into your howuse, neither bid him God 
speed; for he that biddeth him God speed is a par- 
taker of his evil deeds.’’ 

Now, I wonder—yes, ‘‘emphatica:ly’’ (?) wonder 
—whether it wasa great mistake that the New 
Testament was flooded with dccirinal and positive 
cymtroversial preaching of the blessed Chri:t and 
his apostles, and because of which they were, and 
stil are, presented in a false light sefore the world, 
and have ever sinca been presented to the world as 
a contradiction? If such was not a great mistake, 
and if inso doing they were not, neither are still, 
presented in a false light before the world, neither 
were, nor are yet, presented to the world as a con- 
tradictior, it is, in my judgment, a mistake, to say 
the very least, to bring so emphatic a charge 
against ‘‘our great leaders’ named in said annual 
address.

sion, or by ‘‘flooding our literature with positive 
eontroversy,’’ there are more ministers of the 
Obristians, more churches of the Christians, more 
members of the Christian Connection, more Sab- 
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those portions of our Nation in which our “‘great 
leaders’”’ have failed to ‘‘build up the denomina- 
tion’’ by controversial methods when pressed by 
our enemies with the charge of heterodoxical belief 
ia doctrine. Furthermore, so far as my knowledge 
aod observation goes, the Christian movement is 
respected, and that too more intensely by a mauch 
greater proportion of the “‘old denominations in re- 
gions in which cur representative ministers and 
laymen have, in a controversial way, when pressed 
so to do, by having their doctrinal tenets pro- 
nouceed unscriptura’, defended them, then in those 
other regions in which they have ever failed to so 


do.”’ 
2. As I read the Hvely Bible, neither the com 


mandments, rewarde, nor punishments can be fully 
preached without promulgating doctrine, in doing 
which there must needs be more or less ‘‘positive 
controversy’’ in discoursing upon them. If the 
light in which I read God’s Word be the true light, 
then I say frankly and uuhesitatingly that the Gos- 
pel iv all its foree can not be preached without put- 
ting more or less ‘ pusitive controversy’’ into our 
sermons. 

3 From my rtandpointof what is their just dues, 
the Badgers, Millards, Plummers, Lanes, Roberts, 
Hayes, Walters, -Marvins, Summerbells, Waits, 
Lynur, McKinneys, Gardners, Rileas, McDaniels, 
Abboits, together with a hcst of others, should 
have all the greater honor for standing as they did 
in the forefront of our ranks in the earlier stages of 
the Christian movement in the United States, and 
wielding, as only men of valor c uld do, their 
‘“‘Jeruzalem blades’? and staying the onslaught 
made upon us by sectarian leaders of the armies of 
the ‘‘opposition’’ and their more daring follower. 
Necessity compelled them to ‘‘controvert the doc- 
trinal views of the old denominations’? who made 
such mst unmercifal onslaught upon them, and in 
doing which they called in question both the prin- 
ciples on which they were founded, and the “‘prin- 
cipl: s of thedoctrine of Christ’’ as preached by them. 
Had not those representative pioneer ministers, 
who had the courage of their Christian convictions, 
stood in the breach that was being made in the 
Christian movement in its earlier stage3, there 
would, in my judgment, at the present time hardly 
be left a ‘‘corporal’s guard’’ to tell that there ever 
had been such a religious movement.

YOUNG PEOPLES’ SOOIETY OF OHRISTIAN 
ENDEAVOR. 

It is gratifying to know that many of our churches 
are alive to the importance of this organization and 
are experiencing its good results in the training of 
the younger members of the church in Christian life 
and culture. Every pastor knows somethirg of the 
difficulty of holding and interesting the youvg peo- 
ple of his congregation. Generally speaking, it can 
be done only by special, well-directed effort. If re- 
sults are not planned and worked for, the prc babili- 
ties are that none will be realiz’:d. If the young 
people of the church ere not csred for, they gener- 
ally dritt- back into the world, or if they remain, 
add nothing to the strength and usefulness of the 
church.

The term is not from Newell 
or Newellites, as some one has affirmed......There 
may possibly be members of the Christian Church 
that believe in the simple humanity of Jesus, and 
that he was not pre-existent to his birth of Mary, 
but we have never met such ministers or members, 
nor have we ever known of any such. Divinity is 
uniformly ascribed to Jesus as God’s Son. Jesus 
called himself the Son of God, and God so pro- 
nounced him at his baptism and at the transfigura- 
tion, and we know of no better term to apply to 
him than that chosen by himself and given to him 
by the Father......Jesus breathed upon the disciples 
and they received the Holy Ghost. It is that some- 
thing which proceeds from the Father and the Son. 
If it proceeds from the two, then it is something 
separable and distinct from both, To us it isan 
influence from the divine nature, by which the soul 
is convicted, consoled, illumined, and regenerated. 
We confess to difficulty in defining the Holy 
Spirit. 





THE OOMFORT OF RELIGION. 

One should get a great deal of good out of this 
life. Earth itself is very rich in its material sup- 
plies. The products of the soil are vast and of im- 
measurable value. Iron, lead, tin, copper, silver, 
gold, and gems are only some of its rich treasures. 
These have great value, but there are others of 
richer value. A bag of pearls might, under some 
circumstance, be less in value than a loaf of bread 
or a drink of water. 

From the earth comes food and drink, and even 
the balm for our physical healing. How rich in 
this respect is this old earth-casket! What luxu- 
rious food-supplies it tempts the palate with! The 
apple, peach, plum, cherry, quince, pear, date, the 
fig, and with these we only havea beginning. And 
then each of these fruits is multiplied into endless 
varieties until you have 230 kinds of cherries, 300 
kinds of peaches, 300 kinds of strawberries, 1,270 
kinds of pears, and 2,000 kinds of apples. 

Surely, God is rieh toward us in his material be- 
stowments, and it would seem as though he sought 
in every conceivable way to contribute to our com- 
fort in a material direction. He has made the earth 
@ vast treasure-house, open to our hands, or if its 
doors be somewhat closed against us he has placed 
the keys within our reach by which we may un- 
lock these doors. 

If we saw only the material side of things in 
God’s gracious providence we should say, God is 
wise, good, and merciful to his creatures. But we 
see more than the material; more than the cur- 
tained night wherein he.rocks us to sleepin the 
arms of his love; more than the bejeweled day 
wherein he animates the heart into liveliest hope, 
sweetest expectations, and richest felicities; more 
than the emerald sea, whence issues the shower for 
the land, purity for the air, and health for the 
body; more than the garnished heavens, bedecked 
with twinkling stars, silvery moon, and the golden 
king of day. 

These are all of the grosser nature, the exterior of 
better things, the shadows of deeper substances, the 
dawnings or harbingers of something better. We 
are thankful for these, and can tell only in part the 
value they bear, the worth they embody, and the 
measure of comfort they carry to our eyes, ears, 
hands, and hearts. 

These material expressions speak of richer pos- 
sessions; they are prophetic of something of greater 
worth. He who furnished light for the eye would 
illumine, we think, the deeper vision of the soul; 


he who gave melody to the ear, would bring from 
the treasures of his grace richer symphonies to the 
listening ear of the spirit; he who gave the law to 
guide, govern, and control instinct and inanimate 
things, would address a higher law, that of his 
fuller will, to him who sits the lord of all earthly 
things in the throne of human power. 

And lifting the eye of grateful confidence to a 
higher plane, we are met with no disappointments. 
He who nourishes the body, feeds the soul; he who 
guides the worm in the earth, and leads the fish in 
the trackless way of the sea, he also leads man with 
his own hand, encircling him with the arm of his 
gracious care and illumining him with the light of 
his radiant face and fullest love. 

Israel got food by the way, in bread and fissh, 
while the rocks gushed forth drink for man and 
beast. The cloud lightened them by night and 
guided them by day, and even their sandals became 
not old upon their feet nor wore away with their 
daily use. But had Israel gotten only the flesh and 
bread, the water and the light, from the wilderness, 
it would have been a barren way indeed. 

The first Passover of Moses was followed in fifty 
days by the Law; the last Passover of Jesus was 
followed in fifty days by the Spirit. In the Law 
and the Gospel, and in that Spirit embodied by 
both, and in its operations independent of either 
and directly upon the heart, being thus poured out 
upon all flesh, in these, the richer embodiments of 
our Holy Religion, we find the light to cheer, the 
hope to animate, the fire to illumine, and the prom- 
ise to comfort. 

He who has all blessings besides, has less by far 
than he who has almost none of those, but all of 
these. A single jewel in the queen’s crown may 
be equal in value to all the others beside. It-cer- 
tainly is so with that jewel we call hope, to be 
found casketed in the Christian heart. Weigh this 
against all the jewels of princes, queens, and kings, 
and it would outweigh them all. With them all, 
multiplied in value ten thousand times, this one 
jewel of the heart—sweet hope in Jesus Christ—this 
one can not be purchased. None are rich enough 
to buy it; none are so poor that they may not pos- 
sess it. 

Comfort, such as the heart wants in its wealth of 
sorrow; light, such as the soul needs in its way of 
gloom; riches, such as the empty-handed desire in 
their hardest poverty—all of these may come, do 
come from the Holy Scriptures and the Religion 
that it sets forth. 

No one isso happy as the Christian man, no other 
is happy but he, and no Christian is unhappy. 
There may be times when he is despondent, when 
his sky is overcast, when his way is hedged, when 
his soul within him is heavy. Itis all well that it 
isso. These are only stimulants to try the wings 
of faith and hope that may be folded for the mo- 
ment. But with these there is nv stream we can 
not cross, no mount we can not scale, no load we 
can not lift, no affliction we can not endure. 

Ten thousand demons can not take hope from the 
heart; all the ministers of Satan can not shut the 
door of life and mercy against the child of God. 
With hope in his heart, he has heaven; with Jesus 
enthroned within, he has the companion fairest 
among the thousands and the one altogether lovely; 
with his name written in heaven, the ways to glory 
are all open, and he may wing his way through 
pearline gates by golden streets, along the waters 
of life, to the very throne of God. 

Such an one has comfort in any sorrow, consola- 
tion in any emergency, enrapturing joy in the deep- 
est, darkest cloud of death. It is strange, is it not, 
that the Christian is ever happy, however constant 
and terrible may be his adversity? Every hill of 
sorrow to him is a mount of transfigured glories; 
and when the thorn pierces his heart most deeply, 
then his song is sweetest and his rapture is greatest. 

Comfort in sorrow, consolation in adversity, joy 
in life, and support in death—all these the soul 
needs and wisely seeks. It may have them in 
richest measure from the Word—in drinking at that — 
fountain of Religion that Jesus has opened for the 
weary, burdened heart of man. Is the Old Book a 
fable! Is our Religion a myth of the imagination! 
Very well; then the fable and the myth are of 
greater value to man than all things else in life, 
Tested by their results, even in lives of rarest intel- 
ligence, the Word and the Religion it unfolds are 
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agencies of moral elevation and fountains of consola- 
tion, such as the world sees nowhere else and in no 
other thing. Whatever the agencies the resulis are 
all right, and these are what we want.

Infidelity. 

In the Pilgrim’s Progress the immortal dreamer 
saw a cave in which two inveterate enemies of all 
good pilgrims were imprisoned, and though repre- 
sented as being old, crippied, and comparatively 
harualess, still pope and pagan, as the personifica- 
tions of Catholicism and heathenism, continued to 
exhibit their hatred of the truth and all good pil- 
grims passing over the King’s highway, by grin- 
ning maliciously at the pilgrims and otherwise 
threatening them with bodily harm. 

As the triumphs of truth have been multiplied 
and the number of Christian pilgrims vastly in- 
creased, another of the great and much-dreaded 
enemies of ail travelers in the King’s highway has 
been captured and very unceremoniously impris- 
oned in the same cave. Infidelity, the ill-favored 
and formidable champion of all evil, the armed 
and powerful antagonist of all good, has suffered 
many reverses of late. Owl like, his sight fails him 
amid increasing light, so that he is almost blind, 
aud his weapons have been broken so many times 
that they are no longer dreaded, so that really his 
capture and imprisonment with old pope and pagan 
is just what has been expected and assured from 
the first. Defeated and imprisoned, these old 
enemies are unchanged ia spirit, for as the truth 
triumphs and the happy pilgrims go by in the 
King’s highway they show their truth in the bit- 
terness of their hate, and threaten the damage they 
would do if they could. 

These thoughts were called up by the remark of 
a gentleman a few days since, when speaking of 
one who claims that the evidence is insufficient and 
therefore he can not accept the story of the cross 
Evidently the old giant infidelity struck him hard 
in some former encounter, and the festering wound 
still remains. The story of the cross, as related by 
the evangelists, can not be true, says the individual 
referred to, because of the absolute silence of his- 
tory on that subject. There are those who would 
like to haveit as they represent it, and so they keep 
right on repeating the old falsehood. Undoubtedly 
some of these believe it to be a truth, and a very 
damaging truth against Christianity, and without 
taking the pain3 necessary to satisfy themselves as 
to the truth or falsity of the charge proclaim it 
right and le't, expecting others to accapt the state- 
ment as unanswerable. 

The charge as made is that because the historians 
of that age are wholly silent with reference to 
Christ and the inauguration of Caristianity, there- 
fore the statements of the Word of God are not 
eredidle. One of the most distinguished of those 
who have referred to the comparative silence of pro- 
fave hi-torieans, relative to the origin of Obristian- 
ity, was Humboldt in his younger days. But ata 
later period in life he furnished the evidence 
against himeelf and all others who, like bim, have 
been guilty in this regard. In the history of the 
Geography of the New World, Part 1V., page 160, 
we read: ‘‘Humboldt confirms the opinion I have 
more than once expressed; that is, that too much 
must not be inferred from the silence of authors 
He adduces three important and perfectly unde- 
niabie facts, as to which one fiads no evidence in 
places where one would naturally, above all others, 
expect to find it. In the records of Barcelona there 
is not a trace of the triumphant entry made by 
Columbus; in Mareo Palo no mention of the great 
wall of China; and in the archives of Portugal 
nothing about the veyage of Amerigo Vespucci in 
the service of that crown.’’ Dv these doubters call 
in question the occurrence of these events because of 
the absolute silence of those histories most inti- 
mately related to the principal enactors? Bat, 
furthermore, the statement that those early histori- 
ans are wholly silent is not in accordance with the 
facts. Tacitus, Juvenal, Pliny, and Jocephus unite 
in affirming the existence of Christianity, and that 
to in a way which wakes the testimony most im- 
portant and undeniable. The grave has opened its 
mouth to corryvborate the divine testimony not 
only as it did daring the cracifixion and the resur- 
rection of our Lord, but the revelation of the Cata- 
combs show beyond dispute what multitudes there 
were even in that first age who believed in and con- 
feased Christ, even to the death. These evidences 
were given in the first century and furnish a bul- 


wark of corroborative testimony from contem 
raneous sources, such as have and will 


resist assaults of skepticism till the last unbeliever ~ 
shall be converted or driven into his own place. 

Lat believers rej>ice; the mists and shadowr, 
doubis and fears, are giving way before the increas- 
ing light and advancing truth of the Gospel. Pil- 
grims on the King’s highway have nothing to fear 
from these enemies of the cross, for though the 
same evil spirit still inspires them their power is 
comp’etely broker, and none but the illiterate and 
thoughtless can be intimidated by their taunts «cr 
threats.

Progress. 

As a rule, the habit of attracting public attention 
to the work we are appointed and paid to perform 
will naturally awaken the thought that we are un- 
duly impressed with our own importance, or the 
superior value of the work we are accomplishing 
in comparison with others.

Church that it occupies to-day. At the same time 
we can as candidly assert that in our jadgment the 
business interests «f the Publishing House have 
been administered with a fidelity and success un- 
paralleled in the history of the House.

Steadily the publishiog agent bas been reducing 
the debt by observing the strictest economy in the 
various departments of the House, so that thera has 
not been a time since we vacated the editorial chair 
when the outstanding accounts and the bequests 
would not very nearly if not quite cancel the in- 
debtedness egainst the House. The time has come 
when both editor and agent should be relieved of 
some of the embarrassments under which they 
labor, and as the reeult of a united effort by the 
ministry and laity of the church the subscription 
list of the HERALD raised to ten thousand.

There is probably n> period in the history of this 
nation when education hes taken so great a hold on 
the public as during the past ten years, and among 
the very potent factors in bringing about this state 
of things none have had a wider infiaence than the 
various church educatioral enterprises. 

All nave heard of the D»hiska College at Kyoto, 
to which the lamented Dr. Neshima gave his best 
labor. This work is under the care of our Congre- 
gational bretaren and numbers its students by hun- 
dreds, every one of whom has become, to a greater 
or less dezree, a home missionary, and to-day the 
in fluence of the A. B ©. F. M. is being increased 
by these helpers who have received the germs 
of Christianity in the class room. 

Perhaps next in point of numbers of educational 
workers should be named the Methodists, of all the 
branches of the church. Ia Tokio alone they have 
five large schools for general education and two 
theological schools. B-sides a ganeral curriculum, 
Bible lessons form a part of every grade, and by 
this means the knowledge of Christianity is b ing 
spread and the i: flu:nce of the church being ex- 


tended. 

The Presbyterians have many schools, ard are 
reaching hundreds of pupils through the inflaence 
of their schools and scholars.

Since that 
time he has gone out regularly, dregzing the cart 
through storm and heat; and Mr. Thompson re- 
ports him to be faithful and useful in all his work. 
Whenever he speaks to the people he is better able 
to hold their attention and interest them in his sub- 
ject than many who have had years of training and 
long exp2rience in the work. 

As Rijutia, the Corean, was led by a dream to 
search the Scriptures and thus found Christ, so has 
this man ben brought by similar means to conse- 
crate his life and all to the servica of God.
